New jobs will be created at firms in Dudley that 
are expected to receive a share of a £1.4 billion wind¬ 
fall in Regional Growth Fund cash from the Govern¬ 
ment to support expansion plans. 

Metal firm Thomas Dudley Ltd, is set to receive 
£700,000 to go towards a £4.7 million project to 
install an automatic moulding line and associated 
equipment to improve its manufacturing capacity. 

This will include making castings for the automo¬ 
tive industry. 

The firm, on Birmingham New Road, says it aims 
to create 40 new jobs over the next four years. It cur¬ 
rently employs 247 people, including part-time staff. 

Joint managing director at the firm Martin 
Dudley confirmed the firm was now in line to receive 
the cash. 

“This is great news for the firm and for the Dudley 
area as a whole as many of our staff are employed 
locally,” he said. “It is in principle at the moment and 
we are expecting final confirmation in around eight 
weeks. But this is excellent news and will go towards 
this major project at the company.” 

Also set to receive cash from the fund is NDC Poly- 
thenes, which has offices in Narrowboat Way, Brier- 
ley Hill. Bosses said it had won “several hundred 
thousand pounds” for expansion plans that would 
create 12 jobs and secure the future of its existing 45 
staff. The company makes bulk polythene packag¬ 
ing. 

It was also announced metal firm Angle Ring, in 
Bloomfield Road, Tipton, is also in line to receive 
funding, although again an amount has not been 
announced. 

The money will be used for a workshop expansion 
to develop it project line and enter new markets. 


Expansion is key to 
new John Lewis store 

John Lewis has revealed it is still considering 
opening a store at Dudley’s Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre. 

But managing director Andy Street said the plans 
depended on the centre expanding. 

Discussions have taken place between Merry Hill 
owners Westfield and John Lewis about the possibil¬ 
ity of bringing a store to the Black Country. 

Mr Street said the plan was on the “back burner” 
and added: “There has to be an expansion of Merry 
Hill for us to consider moving there.” 

Westfield has been working on plans to expand the 
centre with almost 70,000 sq ft of offices and 1,350 
new homes. 

Meanwhile, John Lewis is forging ahead with 
plans for its £100 million store at the Birmingham 
New Street Station development. 


Fault strands train 

Passengers were stranded after a fault on the 
Severn Valley Railway line caused the attraction’s 
services to be delayed. A problem with the tracking 
system inside the tunnel between Bewdley and Kid¬ 
derminster caused trains to back up outside while 
engineers worked to repair the fault. 

People on the 2.15pm train from Bridgnorth to 
Kidderminster were unable to complete their 
journey. The passengers, who had paid up to £25 
each for the three course Sunday lunch dining 
service, had to abandon their journey with passen¬ 
gers on the following two trains. 

Railway bosses said the circuit meant to tell 
drivers whether there is a train in the tunnel was 
not working correctly.

IN 200 JOBS

More than 200 new jobs will be created 
in Dudley as part of a £10million transfor¬ 
mation of the Castle Hill district which is 
set to put the “Black Country on the 
tourism map”. 

The European Regional Development Fund 
has agreed to plough £4.5million into the 
project, with the rest coming from Dudley 
Council, Dudley Zoo and the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

The jobs will be generated by the link-up of the zoo, 
the Black Country Living Museum and Dudley Canal 
Trust and construction work on the five-year scheme. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Angus Adams said 
the work would start “as soon as possible” on the 
project, with the first ground set to be broken in four 
to six weeks’ time. 

“This project will hopefully increase visitor 
numbers from 600,000 a year to one million people a 
year, and create around 200 new jobs,” he said. “We 
were absolutely delighted with the news of the Euro¬ 
pean money and can’t wait to get started.” 

The scheme, which forms part of a wider project 
across 200 hectares of land around the Castle Hill 
area, eventually hopes to pave the way for dozens of 
new businesses and turn the district into a tourism 
and leisure hub. 

Attractions 

The foundation of this hub will be created with the 
building of a shared arrival point and car park for vis¬ 
itors to the three attractions, leading off Tipton Road, 
and the £6million Sandwell archive building. 

Plots for other leisure and tourism attractions will 
be created along the road, with the council hoping to 
attract new businesses to the site and create yet more 
jobs. 

Director of development Carolyn Pugh said: “This 
is very welcome news for Dudley, the borough and the 
wider region, and the Black Country Living Museum 
is delighted to be a part of the project. 

“We look forward to working with Dudley Council 
and the other attractions at Castle Hill to create a 
thriving, high-quality tourism offer which will 
further improve the visitor experience and put the 
Black Country firmly on the tourism map.” 

The grant includes £1.2m towards work at Dudley 
Zoo, which will upgrade roads at the site, fund new 
signs and create a new medieval-themed visitor expe¬ 
rience at Dudley Castle, as well as improve the 
entrance. 

It is hoped the project, part of a wider scheme 
across 200 hectares of land in the Castle Hill area, 
will pave the way for dozens of new businesses and 
turn the district into tourism and leisure hub.

Anger over 
eco park’s 
waste plant 

Angry residents are launching a campaign 
against a new £120 million eco park in Coseley 
which will house a waste processing plant. 

They will try to stop the plant being built. The 
facility would convert thousands of tons of rubbish 
into electricity. 

The eco park has been billed as “one of the most 
environmentally-friendly employment destinations 
in the Midlands”. 

It is expected to create up to 1,300 new jobs on the 
66-acre site stretching between Birmingham New 
Road and Sedgley Road West, which will also 
contain a supermarket and 200 homes. 

But campaigners fear the Energy Recovery Facil¬ 
ity, which reacts waste with gases at a high temper¬ 
ature to generate heat and electricity, could actually 
damage the environment. 

Residents say it had not been made clear that a 
waste plant was part of the plans. They are con¬ 
cerned the fumes coming from the chimney stack 
could pollute the atmosphere. 

Incinerator 

Developers say the plant is not an incinerator as 
the waste would not actually combust. They say 
each year it will process up to 120,000 tons of waste 
and generate up to 11MW of electricity, enough for 
11,000 homes. 

Carla Ward, of Thunderbolt Way, is starting a 
petition against the plant. 

She said: “As a neighbour to the site, I’m really 
shocked by the scale of the plans for the ERF, and the 
pollution it will cause.” 

Members of Dudley & District Friends of the 
Earth are also fighting the plans. 

Graham Willson, director of the site’s owner, 
Skelton Group Investments, said they had been 
“open” about the waste plant proposals. 

He added: “This process is 10 times cleaner than 
any other of its kind which allows us to use it an area 
like Coseley. I am confident we can allay people’s 
fears and show them this is not the same as an incin¬ 
erator.” A planning application for the eco park was 
submitted to Dudley Council on Monday. 


Meat worker’s 
hand trapped 

A man suffered severe wounds to his hands after 
his fingers became trapped in a meat-sorting 
machine at a Black Country abattoir. 

The man, aged 48 and believed to be Bulgarian, 
had been working in a room at Janan Meat, in Ham 
Lane, Kingswinford, when his hand got caught in 
the combination machine, which is used to sort 
meat. 

He was airlifted to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in Birmingham to undergo emergency reconstruc¬ 
tive surgery to his right hand. 

Crew commander Mick Clarke, from Brierley Hill 
Fire Station, said the worker had received treatment 
from paramedics while firefighters worked out how 
to free his hand. Eventually, he added, they disman¬ 
tled the entire thing using small tools.

Children visit abbey 


Council and business chiefs have insisted a 
Midland town still has a bright future despite more 
than 100 jobs being lost and another 70 put at risk 
in the last fortnight. They say up to 4,000 jobs could 
be created in Kidderminster in the coming years 
under regeneration plans. 

A total of 73 jobs are under threat after delivery 
firm Yodel announced it was almost halving its depot 
network in Kidderminster. Staff at the company’s 
Hoo Farm Industrial Estate depot have been told it 
will close early next year. Another 49 jobs are under 
threat with the planned closure of Yodel’s Oldbury 


depot. Also, 200-year-old carpet company Brintons 
has announced that 70 jobs are to go with the closure 
of its site in Kidderminster town centre. 

And up to 37 jobs are to be axed at luxury boat 
builder Sealine as it “streamlines” the workforce at 
its Worcester Road headquarters. Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council leader John Campion said the Worces¬ 
tershire Local Enterprise Partnership still planned 
to create up to 4,000 jobs in the district. 

He said: “Despite these tough conditions we have 
encouraged and supported investment which is now 
bearing fruit in and around the town.” 


Schoolchildren in Worcestershire and Dudley enjoyed a visit to West¬ 
minster Abbey recently.

Time may be 
running out for 
centre clock 

A commemorative clock faces an uncertain future when 
it is removed from a Black Country shopping centre for 
redevelopment work to begin. 

The clock was installed inside Stourbridge’s Crown 
Centre in 2005 as a celebration of the town’s glassmaking 
and locomotive-building heritage. But it is to be removed 
by Tesco when a revamp of the centre starts next year—and 
bosses have said it will not be returned to the site. Ideas for 
a new home for the clock are still awaited. 

Bosses at Tesco said they had made a commitment to 
moving the clock but the new location would be decided by 
Dudley Council. Council officials have now admitted talks 
had not yet taken place to find an alternative location. 

Discussions are to take place in the near future and offi¬ 
cials say a suitable site will be found in the town. 

But presently there are no firm plans in place and a 
timescale has not been drawn up for the installation. 

The mechanical clock has a rotating feature which 
swings into action on the hour, featuring a miniature 
worker’s parade followed by a model of the famous Stour¬ 
bridge Lion train. 

The original locomotive was built at the town’s Foster 
and Rastrick foundry in Lowndes Road. 

Dudley Council’s, Councillor Angus Adams, said: “The 
clock is well-known in Stourbridge and is certainly some¬ 
thing we would not want to lose. 

“No talks have been held over where the clock would go. 
However we will be holding discussions soon. I am sure we 
will be able to find a suitable location.” 

A historic mosaic in the Crown Centre will also be 
removed while work takes place. 

Tesco has agreed to restore it to the centre once the 
revamp has been completed. 


Public to have say 
on redevelopment 

Plans to open up Halesowen town centre for develop¬ 
ments including a major new department store and multi¬ 
plex cinema will go out for public consultation at the start 
of next year. Millions of pounds of investment and the cre¬ 
ation of hundreds of jobs is hoped for under the Halesowen 
Area Action Plan, drawn up by Dudley Council. 

It contains proposals to knock down the “outdated” 
Cornbow Hall and the adjacent multi-storey car park and 
replace them with a department store and a new car park. 
A hotel and around 65,000 sq ft of new, smaller shops were 
also among the council’s plan for the town, to be imple¬ 
mented by 2026. 

The draft proposals will go out for a six-week public con¬ 
sultation in January, with council leaders hoping that the 
final product will be approved by July 2013. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Angus Adams said: “Hale¬ 
sowen lacks entertainment facilities such as a cinema or 
bowling alley — the nearest cinema is either Quinton or 
Merry Hill.” The action plan outlines nine potential areas 
for development in the town centre. Aside from the 
Cornbow Hah, one of the main sites is the Trinity Point 
office block.

Debate on 
gipsy plans 

The threat of a proposed gipsy site in the 
grounds of a former hospital near Kiddermin¬ 
ster would wipe £1.5 million off the value of 
nearby homes, it was claimed at a public 
meeting. 

A former engineer at Lea Castle Hospital, 
Cookley, warned the land had miles of asbestos- 
lagged water pipes running under it. 

Nearly 200 people were at the public meeting 
at Cookley Village Hall last week. Speakers 
against the proposals - for either 15 pitches for 
gipsies and travellers or a site for travelling 
showpeople at Lea Castle — included David 
Coultas, 90, of Ashley Road, Broadwaters 
Heath, Kidderminster. 

The pensioner used to be an engineer at the 
hospital. He said the land contained miles of 
18in water mains lagged with asbestos. 

Gill Hill, of The Crescent, which adjoins the 
land, said: “There is asbestos underground - 
consider the people you are proposing to house 
on this site. 

“Exposure to tunnels that may collapse and 
inhaling deadly asbestos fibres — are the chil¬ 
dren of gipsies less precious than ours?” 

Mrs Hill won thunderous applause as she 
called for a vote of “no confidence” in Wyre 
Forest District Council’s cabinet and district 
council for proposing the site. 

Mike Parker, director of planning for Wyre 
Forest Council, said the district needed to plan 
to create a total of 43 extra pitches.

Young adults at home 
for elderly spark row 
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A row has broken out over 
the future of a Black Country 
care home that has been 
looking after young adults 
without planning permission 
for eight years. 

Under planning laws the Safe 
Harbour Centre in Hagley Road, 
Stourbridge is only allowed to 
operate for the elderly. 

But it has been caring for young 
adults with autism for the last eight 
years - sparking controversy among 
local residents. Now Dudley Council 
chiefs are set to approve an applica¬ 
tion to let them stay at the home - 
despite protests. 

Locals claim the home in its current 
use creates much more noise and 
traffic than if it was just a residential 
premises for the elderly. A 103-name 
petition has been collected and 44 
letters sent to the council opposing the 
plans - but a 287-name petition in 
support has also been received. 

Complaints collected in a report by 
the council include: “It was irresponsi¬ 
ble of the applicant to begin operating 
without checking the relevant plan¬ 
ning restrictions,” and: “The noise and 
disturbance affects the occupiers of 
neighbouring properties to an unac¬ 
ceptable level.” 


Stourbridge MP Margot James has 
got behind the home, saying: “I do 
appreciate the concerns that the resi¬ 
dents have raised around parking 
problems, noise and concerns about 
the behaviour of some of the residents, 
however it does appear that Safe 
Harbour has been operating with few 
problems during the past eight years.” 

Dudley Council’s Development 
Control Committee will discuss the 
application to vary the premises’ con¬ 
ditions at a meeting on Monday, after 
it was recommended for approval by 
officers. 

Void 

In 2001 Dudley planners granted a 
change of use for a house for six adults 
with learning difficulties but the per¬ 
mission was never implemented and 
became void. 

The current planning permission 
for the building dates back to a Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate decision in 1986, 
which imposes a condition that “The 
premises will be used as a home for 
elderly persons and for no other 
purpose.” 

Safe Harbour owner, Geoff 
Copeland, says he took over the prop¬ 
erty five years ago believing the 
correct permissions were in place, and 
only became aware of the ruling 
earlier this year.

Hospital parking 
permit plans 
are put on hold 

Controversial plans to issue parking passes to hundreds 
of workers at a Black Country hospital have been put on 
hold. 

The permit scheme was first unveiled to coincide with 
the opening of a new £6 million staff car park at Russells 
Hall Hospital in Dudley in December last year. 

More than 3,000 workers applied for a pass and hospital 
bosses had been due to make a final decision on the number 
of available permits in July but have yet to make an 
announcement. 

They said there were no plans to make any changes to 
the current system, where parking spaces are available on 
a first come, first served basis, at the moment. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said they had been testing 
out other systems including a car park specifically for staff 
making frequent visits to the site. 

Unison regional organiser Tracey Wood said she believed 
plans to introduce car park passes had been put on hold. 

“We’ve not heard anything about the passes for a while 
and at the moment everybody who wants to park can use 
the car parks.” 

She added that there had not been any problems with 
parking at the site during the past few months. 

Spaces 

Ms Clark said: “The staff car parking scheme at Russells 
Hall Hospital and other trust sites continues to be devel¬ 
oped. 

“We have made the barrier system more robust and suc¬ 
cessfully tested out a car park specifically for staff who 
require spaces during frequent visits to and from the site.” 

Bosses are also working on a planning application in a 
bid to create up to 50 more spaces on the site. 

The number of applications for permits far exceeded the 
number of spaces at the Russells Hall and Guest hospitals 
in Dudley and the Corbett in Stourbridge. In July it was 
revealed that 800 workers had appealed after being 
refused a parking permit at the sites. 

Hospital bosses say they have been forced to restrict 
parking spaces to one for every four workers due to council 
regulations when it applied for planning permission to 
build the new multi-storey in 2008. 

Each application was judged on a number of criteria 
including how far workers lived from the site and how often 
they needed to use their car during the course of the 
working day. Priority was also given to on-call workers, 
shift workers, permanent night workers and disabled staff.

Patients are being asked for their 
help in revamping hospital food in 
Dudley after bosses received com¬ 
plaints from people staying on wards. 

Bosses at Russells Hall Hospital 
want people who have spent time at 
the site to have their say on the 
variety of meals. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said 
some people had responded to a 
survey about food by saying they had 
not enjoyed it, prompting bosses to 
take action. A patient panel has been 
set up to get feedback from opinions 
on the food service. 

“Our surveys tell us that hospital 
food is something that splits our pat¬ 
ients’ views, with some rating the food 
highly and some saying that they don’t 
enjoy it. Gaining patients’ direct expe¬ 
riences of their impatient mealtimes 
will help us to improve,” said Ms Clark. 

Figures revealed by the NHS last 
month showed that thousands of un¬ 
eaten meals at the hospital were being 
sent back but the number was fewer 
than at other sites in the Midlands. 

Five per cent of all meals served up 
at Russells Hall were sent back to the 
kitchens by patients. 

The hospital was one of the best per¬ 
forming NHS trusts in the region and 
spends just £4.78 on meals per patient 
per day. Other hospitals saw as many 
as one in 10 meals going back. 

The discussion session on food will 
take place on today, November 3 at 
2pm. It is open to anyone who has 
been an inpatient, or carer of an inpa¬ 
tient, within the last 12 months. 

It will be the first event of a series at 
Russells Hall and others will cover 
topics such as medications, accessibil¬ 
ity and carers.

Ambulance staff across the Mid¬ 
lands will vote on whether to join a 
one-day strike protesting against 
changes to public sector pensions. 

Health service staff, ambulance 
workers, police and council staff in the 
region are being balloted by unions 
over whether to join a national strike 
on November 30. Regional secretary 
for Unison, Ravi Subramanian, 
vowed that patients’ lives would not 


be put at risk if ambulance staff did 
agree to strike.

The debts relate to the Lower High Street 
club, which he has run for four years, and a 
neighbouring fitness centre he used to manage. 

Rose told District Judge Graham Wilkinson 
he also owes £7,000 water bills and had not 
made any personal profit from the business in 
recent years. But the judge ruled he had shown 
“culpable neglect” in paying his rates and told 
him: “I am not necessarily convinced by your 
claim to effectively be penniless.” 

Judge Wilkinson committed him to 90 days in 
prison but suspended the sentence for three 
weeks. He added: “This is your last chance 
before I send you into custody.” 

Rose said: “I have buried my head in the sand 
and I did not realise my financial problems had 
got so bad.”

“Jobs are under threat, 
household budgets are 
being squeezed and vital 
services are being lost and 
watered down. Sure Start 
Children’s Centres are a 
vital part of the community. 

“In Dudley, centres like 
the ones at Kates Hill, 
Wrens Nest and Gornal do a 
brilliant job in enabling 
parents and carers to access 
quality childcare and many 
other services which 
support them in bringing up 
their child.” 

Dudley Council Leader 
Councillor Les Jones said: 
“We have worked with the 
available funding to ensure 
that the service continues 
and that no centres have 
been closed. There are no 
plans to close any centres in 
the future as we are com¬ 
mitted to supporting fami¬ 
lies across the borough.” 

He added that a detailed 
budget had not yet been 
drawn up for next year so an 
exact funding figure was not 
known.

Fire chiefs have now revised the 
plans due to uncertainty over govern¬ 
ment funding cuts. They are now 
looking to axe one of the two 24-hour 
crews. 

Campaigners launched a petition to 
stop the merger and will be hitting the 
streets of Halesowen from 11am on 
November 5 to hand out window 
posters and flyers. 

Organiser Tony Barnsley, of Cherry 
Tree Lane, said: “We are hoping to 
have at least 100 people on November 
5. “The main concern is the impact it 
will have on response times. We know 
how important it is for the fire service 
to respond as quickly as possible.” 

Bosses will determine whether to 
axe a crew when they meet on Novem¬ 
ber 28. 

Firefighters are expected to be 
based in either the present Cradley 
Heath fire station or a new base. In 
2010-11, Halesowen attended about 
535 incidents, while Cradley Heath 
firefighters went out to about 1,000.

A £4.5million grant to kickstart the long-awaited 
Castle Hill regeneration project, including money to 
revamp Dudley Zoo’s ageing entrance, has been 
approved by finance bosses in Europe. 

The money from the European Regional Development

Regeneration 

The £4.5million funding has been matched by Dudley Council, the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and Dudley Zoo, to make a £10million pot 
getting the five-year Castle Hill regeneration scheme off the ground. 

The scheme is designed to double visitor numbers at the three 
attractions to one million a year and boost the town’s ailing economy. 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones said it was now “full steam 
ahead” for the project. 

“It’s absolutely fantastic. Now the funding is in place we can get 
started,” he said. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Angus Adams said he was 
delighted. He added: “This is part of a huge plan for Dudley, which 
has been rather neglected in the past.” 

“It’s a very exciting time for us. It’s fantastic to get such a big cash 
injection into the town.” 

He said work was expected to get under way in four to six weeks. 

The work is part of a wider £46million scheme for the Castle Hill 
area, which also includes the £6million new Dudley and Sandwell 
archives building in Tipton Road. 

Government minister Baroness Joan Hanham who will be man¬ 
aging the money, said the loss of traditional Black Country manu¬ 
facturing firms over the past few decades had hit Dudley hard. 

“Through this project we have the opportunity to help address 
this issue, increase visitor numbers at key attractions and revitalise 
the area,” she said.

A £14million scheme to introduce 
Smartcards on buses, trains and the 
Midland Metro will be in place by 
March 2013 if a 12-month pilot next 
year proves successful. 

Transport authority Centro says it 
is working with train provider 
London Midland, and plans to work 
with others serving the region includ¬ 
ing Virgin and Chiltern Railways, to 
introduce the new pre-pay travel 
pass. It may also be extended to the 
Ring and Ride Service. 

Centro chairman councillor Angus 
Adams said the system would mirror 
the Oyster scheme in London, where 


an amount is automatically deducted 
from the card every time they swipe 
it, up to the maximum amount equiv¬ 
alent to a Daysaver ticket. 

“It means you will be able to top-up 
online, or over the phone, instead of 
having to worry about paying for 
tickets every time you board 
whichever transport you are taking,” 
he said. 

“It will work on all matters of trans¬ 
port to make getting around the 
region much simpler for everyone. 

“The trial is necessary as there will 
always be kinks to work out with this 
kind of technology, but we are keen to 


get it up and running as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

An initial trial will be launched on 
a small number of bus routes in Soli¬ 
hull in November, before being rolled 
out to the Black Country, Birming¬ 
ham and the rest of the West Mid¬ 
lands for an extended 12-month pilot 
starting in March. 

London Midland is currently tri¬ 
alling a similar system on its route 
between Worcester and Kiddermin¬ 
ster, with Centro hoping to join forces 
with them, and Councillor Adams 
said talks with other operators were 
on the cards as well.

Mystery over £200,000 club sale 


A Black Country nightclub which 
has been closed for more than 10 
years has been sold at auction for 
more than double the guide price. 

Fusion in Dudley has been shut for 
12 years and was in the auction with 
a guide price of £100,000. 

But it sold for £210,000 to a 
mystery buyer following a bidding 
war at Villa Park. 

Estate agents Cottons have refused 
to reveal any details of the winning 
bidder. 


It is believed three interested 
parties were vying for the club. 

The boarded up club in Martin Hill 
Street has had a controversial past, 
having been at the centre of a row 
over a free drinks promotion before it 
closed. 

It introduced a free bar for an hour 
each Saturday night causing admis¬ 
sions to increase from 300 to more 
than 1,000 in just four weeks but the 
promotion sparked complaints from 
the police. 


And it hit the headlines again in 
1999 after a Cradley Heath reveller 
had part of her finger bitten off 
during a row with another clubber. 

Shortly afterwards, the nightclub 
closed due to financial reasons and 
has never reopened although a new 
licence was granted for the premises 
in 2005. 

The nightclub, formerly called 
Goldsmiths opened in 1987. 

It later became known as Fusion 
following a £lmillion revamp in 1997.

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Campaign stepped 
up to stop ‘rat-run’

A campaign has been stepped up 
to secure measures to stop drivers 
from using a Black Country road as 
a rat-run after residents 
demanded action. 

People living on Oakham Road, 
Dudley, have been battling for restric¬ 
tions along the route for years and had 
hoped work was due to start soon. 

However, now they fear Dudley Council 
will scrap any plans for the scheme after a 
reduction in traffic following the completion 
of work at nearby Burnt Tree Island, which 
saw traffic lights replace a roundabout. 

Residents and councillors say heavy 
traffic is still a problem along the route and 
measures still desperately need to be put in 
place at the location. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali, who has taken on 
the campaign on behalf of residents, said 
several meetings had already been held 
with council officials about the scheme. 

Measures 

He said the fight would continue to get 
changes along the route and there were 
measures which the council could put in 
place straight away, such as speed reduc¬ 
tion signs. 

Others, like crossing points and improve¬ 
ments to junctions, could be timetabled at a 
later date, he added. 

“The point is some action is needed along 
this route and soon,” he said. “People have 
been campaigning for a long time and we 
have to ensure measures along this road are 
a high priority for the council. 

“I am not saying all of the work needs to 
be done at once but some action could be 
taken immediately and we have to ensure 
that it happens.” 

Householders claim traffic is so heavy at 
peak times they are unable to get off their 
drives. 

They say journeys of just 10 minutes can 
take nearly an hour for them or visitors to 
complete. 

Previous attempts to get speed cameras, 
crossings and traffic lights to deter drivers 
failed when Sandwell Council, which covers 
part of the route, said it was not a priority. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, of Dudley 
Council, said a survey of the road was being 
carried out.

Sometimes the 29-year-old Ameri¬ 
can’s moves looked puppet-like com¬ 
pared with her troupe of acrobatic 
dancers. The lack of a single wheeze or 
pant suggested lip-syncing during the 
most energetic numbers. However, it is 
hard to tell with Britney’s brilliant brand 
of high-concept artificial dance-pop in 
which vocal effects, gimmicks and 
grooves are equally important (maybe 
more important) than melody. 


Highlights included the Egyptian 
glamour of Gimme More, biker chick 
Britney rejigging Baby One More Time 
with heavy guitar, following it with 
Rihanna’s S&M and the kinkier I’m A 
Slave 4 U. There was a Japanese- 
themed Toxic complete with ninjas, high 
energy performances of Piece of Me, 
Drop Dead Beautiful, I Wanna Go, Wom¬ 
anizer and the angel-winged Britney’s 
grand finale Till The World Ends. 

Maybe Ashley, picked out of the 
crowd for a personal pole dance, liked 
the bump and grind, but it would have 
been a more substantial show if Britney 
had delivered more like ballad Don’t Let 
Me Be The Last To Know when she 
showed she can sing.

Laura Marling 
Birmingham Cathedral 


THERE is something ethereal almost 
spiritual about petite folk singer Laura 
Marling, so it’s appropriate her Ring the 
Bells tour was played in cathedrals up and 
down the country, ending in Birmingham. 

However, Birmingham Cathedral is arguably 
the worst place to hold such a concert, certainly 
for the third of her fans who were consigned to 
the balconies which had the most uncomfort¬ 
able pews and restricted views. 

In fact, if you were not in the front row of the 
balconies and you sat down, you couldn’t see 
the performance at all. 

Also they have had the whole tour to deal with 
the problems of setting up sound in buildings 
which were not designed to stage such events. 
However, the sound crew in Birmingham seem 
to have overlooked the fact people up in the bal¬ 
conies needed to hear the singer. 

Power 

The first two songs were almost inaudible due 
to poor sound engineering which was annoying 
considering the audience had to wait around 40 
minutes between the support act and Marling 
appearing on stage, while the crew tested and 
tweaked the sound system. 

This detracted from the performance of 
Marling who is a fantastic musician and singer 
and is a cross between the high-noted clarity of 
Joni Mitchell and the power and emotion of Eva 
Cassidy. 

She was on stage for just over an hour and 
performed such haunting songs as Goodbye 
England, Night Terror, New Song and Night after 
Night. 

Rather arrogantly, she made it clear at the 
penultimate song, Rambling Man, there was 
only going to be All My Rage, as her encore. 

Marling is an amazing talent but it would be 
no surprise if some of the people who had paid 
more than £20 per ticket, none of which men¬ 
tioned the restricted or - in some cases - com¬ 
pletely blocked view, felt a little let down.

Up to 70 new homes could be 
built on the edge of a Dudley 
nature reserve under new 
plans lodged with the council. 

The former Kuehne and Nagel 
UK buildings, Netherton would be 
demolished to make way for the 
development. Developer Aube 
Properties has submitted propos¬ 
als for the four-acre site, off 
Saltwells Road, bordered by 
Saltwells Local Nature Reserve. 

It is planned to knock down the 
warehouse buildings and replace them 
with up to 70 homes of varying size, 
from one to five bedroom houses. 

They would be constructed using 
materials which match homes along 
Saltwells Road, which are of a 1930s 
style. 

The proposals include a children’s 
play area near the site and there would 
be new pedestrian and cycle routes, 
making it easier for people to get to the 
nature reserve. 

Character 

New trees would be planted along 
with berry-bearing shrubs and plants 
attractive to bees and butterflies. A 
report by agents Capita Symonds says 
the development would “respect the 
character of the surrounding area”. 

It says the warehouse buildings have 
“deteriorated” over the years and are 
nearing the end of their usable life. The 
report says knocking down the prem¬ 
ises and rebuilding them would be 
costly and the site owners do not 
believe there would be sufficient 
demand for them in the future. 

Improvements would also be made to 
the Saltwells Lane and Saltwells Road 
junction. 

Plans for the redevelopment and to 
change the land from employment to 
residential use have been submitted to 
Dudley Council and will be considered 
in the coming months. 

Saltwells Local Nature Reserve, 
which covers 247 acres, is a geological 
Site of Special Scientific Interest.

£5m medical centre is started 


Building work has started on a 
long-awaited £5million medical 
centre at a hospital which will see two 
doctors’ surgeries move on to one site. 

The development is part of long¬ 
term plans to modernise Kiddermin¬ 
ster Hospital. 

The 100,000sq ft development on 
the southern edge of the hospital will 
house a pharmacy, physiotherapy 
unit and offices. 

Work is expected to be completed by 
next October after three years of 
planning. 

The nine-storey Brook House, once 
used as nurses’ accommodation, has 
been torn down and now construction 


of the new premises can begin. 

Two GP surgeries, Aylmer Lodge 
and Northumberland House, will 
move to the new centre between 
Sutton Road and Hume Street as both 
have outgrown their present prem¬ 
ises. 

Don Beckett, practice manager at 
Northumberland House Surgery, 
said: “After seven years of planning 
the two practices are very excited to 
see the commencement of work on the 
site of the new Sutton Road Medical 
Centre. 

“The medical centre will enable the 
two practices to continue to develop 
high quality services and ensure that 


they are well placed to meet the 
future demands and challenges 
placed upon them by future changes 
to health care provision within Kid¬ 
derminster.” 

The scheme was given planning 
permission by Wyre Forest District 
Council a year ago following three 
years of planning. It was hailed as a 
“positive step forward” for healthcare 
by councillors and health chiefs. 

The mortuary, hospital radio build¬ 
ing, oxygen store and two semi¬ 
detached houses fronting Hume 
Street have also been demolished. 

Athree-storey car park will provide 
132 spaces.

Lorry firm warned it 
could lose licences

A government official has warned a 
Black Country lorry operator could have 
its licence revoked after one of its vehicles 
was involved in a crash, a public inquiry 
heard. 

Arshad Majid, director of Asia Halal Meat 
Supplier Ltd, Kingswinford, was called before 
the Office of the Traffic Commissioner to 
answer a number of disciplinary charges. 

About 20 people including three drivers are 
employed by the firm, which is registered to an abat¬ 
toir in Ham Lane and also a unit in Birmingham. 

The firm and Majid separately faced charges 
relating to the management of the fleet’s 
tachographs and maintenance of lorries. 

Its main business is selling meat wholesale and 
delivering products to clients in High Wycombe and 
Slough. Deputy West Midlands Traffic Commis¬ 
sioner Roger Seymour said the allegations were so 
serious he could be forced to suspend or revoke the 
firm’s and Majid’s operator licences. 

One of the firm’s lorries was involved in a crash 
after two of its wheels fell off on October 3 last year, 
the inquiry heard. The lorry flipped over in the acci¬ 
dent on the A40 near Ruislip, Greater London, but 
both driver and passenger were able to walk away. 

Accident 

Vehicle and Operator Services Agency inspector 
Neil Lloyd-Bowen, speaking at the hearing, said the 
accident was most likely due to one of two reasons. 
He said it was down to either worn wheel mounts or 
loose wheel nuts. 

Fellow inspector Angela Watkins, giving evidence 
to the inquiry, said she interviewed Mr Majid after 
he was unable to provide her with all the 
tachographs accounting for use of the two lorries by 
the firm between July 1 and November 8, 2010. 

She said more than 3,020 miles were unaccounted 
for on one lorry as Majid was unable to provide the 
tachograph records. On the records she received, she 
said, Majid did not adhere to the correct rest periods. 

Majid, not represented at the hearing, said: “I will 
have no job, and 20 people will lose their jobs, as the 
business will close if I lose my licence. I know now I 
did not take the tachographs seriously but I realise 
that it was very important now.” 

He said his two lorries were given regular mainte¬ 
nance checks as required by law and the defects were 
fixed. New filing systems were in place for keeping 
track of vehicle maintenance and collecting drivers’ 
tachograph records more efficiently. Mr Seymour 
adjourned the hearing and will make a written deci¬ 
sion on the case in two weeks’ time.

Offers made for medical sites 


Offers have now been made for two 
former medical centres and a care 
home put up for sale by heath chiefs 
in Dudley, who deemed them surplus 
to requirements. 

All three buildings have already 
been closed by Dudley Primary Care 
Trust. 

Interested parties had until the 
end of September to put their bids in. 
The former Brierley Hill health 
centre in Albion Street, was originally 
given a price tag of £450,000. Offers of 
around £350,000 were requested for 
the West Hill clinic, off Hagley Road 
in Stourbridge. 

A former care home in Mere Road, 


Norton, Stourbridge, was being mar¬ 
keted for £265,000. 

All three of the properties have 
been listed with Stourbridge-based 
estate agent The Lee, Shaw Partner¬ 
ship. Dudley Primary Care Trust 
spokeswoman Laura Broster said 
details of how much had been offered 
and who has expressed an interest in 
them was deemed commercially sen¬ 
sitive. 

She added: “We have received final 
offers from prospective purchasers 
for all three sites, but as yet have not 
confirmed which offers we are going 
to accept. 

“It is also important to note that no 


decision can be made to formally 
dispose of the sites until we have fol¬ 
lowed, in full, the process determined 
by NHS Estate Code which includes 
board approval and Strategic Health 
Authority approval.” 

The organisation says it has asked 
for best and final offers in order to 
maximise the money which can be 
made available for future investment 
into Dudley health infrastructure. 

Doctors’ surgeries and clinics were 
moved from Brierley Hill health 
centre to the new £26 million health 
and social care centre, in Venture 
Way. The centre, built in 1967, could 
be redeveloped.

Call to give new 
crossing a chance 

A councillor says residents’ who claim a new £400 pedes¬ 
trian crossing in Old Hill is a waste of money should give 
it a chance”. 

Councillor Iris Boucher claims the crossing on High Gate 
Street — the first of its kind in the West Midlands is a small 
price to pay for the amount of lives that will be saved. 

The scheme features traffic lights that stay on red unless 
the oncoming car is going at or below the 30mph speed 
limit. But despite residents from across the area branding 
the innovative crossing a dangerous waste of money coun¬ 
cillor Boucher, of the Rowley Ward, believes it’s the best 
solution. 

“I want the new crossing to stay in permanently; it is 
such a little cost to spare for the amount of lives it will 
save,” she said. “Motorists are not sticking to the road laws 
as it is so the traffic lights will give them no choice but to 
slow down. 

“It is a dangerous stretch of road and I understand 
people’s concerns but it needs to be given a chance, at this 
stage it is too soon to rule out something which could essen¬ 
tially be the answer to the many problems that have been 
caused in the past.” Sandwell Council spent £400 to adjust 
the crossing, which is close to Willetts Way. It functions as 
a normal crossing during the day and adopts the traffic 
calming setting in the evening. The decision to alter it 
came after residents complained about speeding and it is 
due to be monitored at the end of the year. 


Construction of a controversial new Tesco 
supermarket in Stourport is finally set to begin 
following months of delays, bosses say. 

Work on the 45,000 sq ft store on the former 
Carpets of Worth site, off Severn Road, is due to 
start within the next month. 

Officials from the supermarket giant are now working 
with Worcester County Council and police to prepare the 
area for the project to get under way. Hoardings have now 
gone up around the site, at the request of the council. 

Letters have been sent out to residents and businesses 
telling them about the scheme. They include the contact 
details of the firm’s contractor in case anyone has ques¬ 
tions about the development, which has been in the 
pipeline for more than a year. 

The first phase of the scheme is expected to be the devel¬ 
opment of a road bridge leading to the site to provide a clear 
access point. Roadworks signs have already been put up by 
the supermarket telling drivers work will be taking place

in the area for a number of weeks. Tesco officials said the 
scheme would be starting in the coming weeks. Some 
preparatory work, including land at the site being levelled, 
has already taken place. 

The development will create around 200 full and part- 
time jobs and is scheduled to open next summer. 

Construction was expected to begin earlier this year and 
fears were growing about the development’s future as no 
work had taken place at the site. 

Bosses said they were “fully committed” to the scheme 
but some details of the development had taken longer to 
finalise than expected. 

Plans for the supermarket have proved controversial 
after rival the Mid-Counties Co-operative launched a legal 
bid against the development. 

It argued the store would kill trade in the town centre 
but planning permission was upheld by the Court of 
Appeal allowing the development to go ahead.

A busy road which runs 
through the Dudley 
borough is set to be widened 
under new plans to tackle 
long-running congestion 
problems in the area. 

Motorists travelling along 
the A458 Windmill Hill at 
Cradley have faced traffic 
hold-ups on the narrow road 
which frequently becomes 
clogged with buses, commuter 
traffic and delivery vans. The 
road is a main thoroughfare 
between Stourbridge and 
Halesowen,

“However, it is difficult as in 
many places the houses and shop 
buildings come right up to the 
pavement, leaving very little room 
for manoeuvre,” he said. 

Improvement plans for the town 
have been hampered by delays 
since being approved almost five 
years ago as the recession hit 
funding and the property market 
flagged. 

It had been hoped a rundown 
site on Foredraft Street could be 
sold off for new housing, but a 
report published on the council 
website reveals the cost of bring¬ 
ing the site up to an “acceptable 
standard”.

Region suffers while 
jobs in South on the up 



New, official figures 
show the number of 
public sector jobs has 
increased in the 
wealthiest parts of 
Britain - despite Gov¬ 
ernment spending cuts 
which have cost thou¬ 
sands of people their 
jobs in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

The figures show that 
while both public and 
private sector employ¬ 
ment in our region has 
declined over the last 12 
months, London and the South East have seen 
public sector employment increase by almost 
35 , 000 . 

Between June 2010 and June 2011 the West Midlands 
lost 26,100 public sector jobs and saw a fall of 13,500 in 
private sector employment. 

Think back to June last year. During the coalition’s hon¬ 
eymoon period George Osborne predicted job losses in the 
public sector would be more than offset by increased 
private sector employment. In the teeth of the worst finan¬ 
cial crisis since the 1930s he claimed two million extra jobs 
would be created. 

Now I know honeymoons are supposed to be times of 
hope and optimism about the future, when anything seems 
possible, but even so George Osborne’s prediction was 
stretching things a bit. Then and now it had more to do 
with wishful thinking than credible economics. 

It’s clear that places such as ours, which at 22 per cent 
has one of the highest rates of public sector employment in 
the country and where 800 jobs are due to go at Dudley 
Council alone next year, need more protection from the 
Government’s failing jobs policy. 

These shocking figures underline the huge challenges 
facing our area. We were hit harder in the downturn than 
anywhere else and these figures prove it’s taking much 
longer for the West Midlands to recover. 

We’ve got great strengths in our region, ingenuity, hard 
work and a background in manufacturing but we clearly 
need people in London to understand the severity and 
scale of the challenges we face. 

All in it together? Who are they trying to kid? 

Proud to back British Legion campaign 

We’re all aware of the enormous debt of gratitude we owe

the wellbeing of serving personnel, veter¬ 
ans and their families. I was therefore 
proud to vote in support of the British 
Legion’s campaign to save the Office of the 
Chief Coroner in Parliament last Tuesday. 

This position was established by the last 
Government to oversee the inquests into 
the deaths of service personnel killed in 
action and its creation was welcomed by 
the legion as an important step towards 
improving the working of the inquest 
system. 

The British Legion had hoped its cre¬ 
ation would be confirmed with the passage 
last Tuesday of the Public Bodies Bill 
through Parliament. But the Government 
ignored the pleas of the British Legion, and 
the majority of Tory MPs voted to leave it 
out - effectively abolishing the position 
before it had been created. 

They claim it would have been too expensive to imple¬ 
ment but it looks to me that the Government is again pri¬ 
oritising ideological cutbacks over the needs of the public, 
particularly the bereaved families of our armed forces. 

Cameron should keep his promise on Sure Start 

Before the election David Cameron and Nick Clegg 
made personal promises to keep Children’s Centres open. 
Cameron said: “I want not just to repeat our commitment 
to keep Sure Start. But to set out how we will improve Sure 
Start.” People might be surprised then to find out across 
the country 83 per cent of councils are being forced to slash 
budgets, with 47 centres closed or earmarked for closure 
by April 2012. The removal of ring fencing from the Gov¬ 
ernment grant used to pay for Sure Start means councils 
are now free to spend the money on their own priorities — 
potentially filling potholes instead of supporting parents. 

Sure Start Centres are a vital part of the community and 
centres like those at Kates Hill, Wrens Nest and Gornal in 
my constituency do a brilliant job in enabling parents and 
carers to access quality childcare. Worryingly the figures 
show in Dudley the funding which pays for Sure Start is 
down 24 per cent this year — a cut of £3.9 million. The 
Priory Children’s Centre is to lose £40,000 next year and 
faces further cuts the year after. 

I’ve written to David Cameron demanding he lives up to 
his pre-election commitment to protect and build on Sure 
Start, and to take action now to ensure no more centres 
close and no more services are lost.

THE latest green motoring craze to hit London is 
available in the West Midlands thanks to a 
Shropshire engineer. 

Colin Roberts, of Hi Tech Supplies of Telford, sells 
the two-seater electric road-legal quadricycles from 
his lock-up. 

He buys Gazelle petrol ATV buggies from China, and 
spends two to three weeks converting them to electric. 

Electric quadricycles have proved popular in London 
because of the huge savings on petrol. They are exempt from 
road tax and the congestion charge, and get free parking, 
although they still need to be insured. As the average com¬ 
muting speed in London is lOmph, electric buggies are the 
perfect solution for getting to and from work. 

With a maximum speed of 40mph, the Gazelle is ideal as a 
second car to zip round town or for the school run. They can 
have a towbar fitted, off-road tyres are available and they 
have storage space on the back. 

A Government scheme is being introduced to provide 
electric charging points across the country. Cities involved 
include London, Manchester and Birmingham. 

Riding in one of the buggies, it was obvious that its lOkw 
BLDC motor (equivalent to a 300cc petrol engine) had 
enough zip to quickly pull out of junctions and motor happily 
up sloping roads. Disc brakes and independent suspension, 
with rear-mounted drive, mean it handles most terrains. 

Quieter 

A fun ride, with regenerative braking and six batteries, it 
has continuous power of 10kw and peak power of 20kw with 
a 72v/12v converter. It has many advantages over its rivals, 
which include the Renault Twizy, the Gem range from 
America and the G-Wiz, built in India for GoinGreen. In the 
Twizy the passenger has to sit behind the driver: in the 
Gazelle it is side-by-side. The Gem can reach speeds of 
28mph compared to the Gazelle’s top speed of 40mph and 
the G-Wiz sells at £9,000, compared to the Gazelle at £7,995. 

“The next motor will be quieter,” said Colin, after our test 
drive. “At the moment it sounds a bit like a milk float.” 

It looks nothing like a milk float. It has a hood with zip-off 
doors which turn it into an open top buggy. 

Colin began by selling the 
petrol versions, but fuel con¬ 
sumption let them down so he 
started electric conversions. 

The buggy has no gears or 
gear box, just a switch. “The 
reason for keeping the key is 
because you’ve got a steering 
lock and that disables the 
control to the motor,” Colin 
said. As an automatic, it’s 
easy to drive, has a dash- 
mounted switch for reverse 
and comes with a three-year 
warranty. 

“This is the first ATV,” Colin 
said. “The basic electric 
quadricycle. The vehicle has 
deep-discharge batteries, 
meaning you can run them 
down to 75 per cent power.” 

It charges from a 13amp 
socket but you need a sepa¬ 
rate socket from your fuse box 
and an RCD breaker. 

Colin’s buggies, which he believes are the cheapest on the 
market, weigh about 560kg. 

He believes electric transport is still in its infancy. “Until the 
price of oil goes through the roof people will only consider it 
when they know they are going to save a lot of money. 

“The main purpose of it is as a second vehicle. You need 
one vehicle to go on holiday or get to Manchester for 
example. The second one is usually used for shopping, 
getting to work locally or picking up the kids from school. So 
you’ve got one car wasted on the drive.” 

While the Gazelle is all about saving money, it’s got impres¬ 
sive kit. Its brushless three-phase DC motor is over 90 per 
cent efficient. It has a battery pack and contactor supplying 
current to a controller, all the latest technology from China. 

Choose 

“It costs 50p to charge if completely flat,” said Colin. 
Charging takes six or seven hours. An amp meter on the 
dashboard shows usage while a volt meter acts as a fuel 
gauge. “The amps go from 50 to 100,” said Colin. “If you 
travel at 30mph you’ll go further than if you were travelling at 
40mph.” 

The Government intends eventually to electrify the whole 
of the country, so we could all end up with an electric vehicle 
on the drive. But which should we choose now? 

Colin said the Gazelle was competitive with the Renault 
Twizy because, although they sell for £6,690, customers 
must lease the batteries for a minimum of three years at £40 
a month. “On top of that it doesn’t include the doors (£455) 
or alloy wheels (£350). You couldn’t take it off the road. It has 
tiny little wheels. It’s just suitable for towns and cities. 

“The Gem is available from £10,150 with a top speed of 
28mph. It is being sold to golf courses and resorts. I believe 
they’re way over-priced.” 

Compared to a full sized electric car, such as a £25,000 
Nissan Leaf, Colin said: “The full size electric vehicle depre¬ 
ciates so much that they’re not viable as an alternative to a 
petrol car. Also the battery replacement cost is very high.” 

The Gazelle is available in blue, orange, red or yellow, and 
takes between one and three months to deliver, depending 
on colour choice.
